City may withhold fuel cost 
adjustments to PG&E 


The latest move in the continuing 
struggle over increasing fuel cost adjust­ 
ments between the City of Lompoc and 
the Pacific Gas and Electric Company 
has been made by Mayor Art Scott. 


Scott announced today that he will 
recommend to the city council that the 
city withhold future payments of fuel 
cost adjustments to PG&E pending a 
resolution of a billing dispute now before 
the Federal Power Commission in 
Washington. 


The city is protesting the cost adjust­ 


ments that PG&E adds to its MU to Lom­ 
poc for electric power as a result of 
higher fuel prices. 
Legal counsel for the Northern Califor­ 
nia Power Agency, of which Lompoc is a 
member, has approved the proposal to 
withhold the payments. 
Instead of paying the fuel cost adjust­ 
ments to PG&E, the city will, if the 
council goes along with Scott’s proposal, 
place the money in an impound account. 
If the FPC eventually rules in favor of 
the city in its action on the billing dis­ 
pute. the money will return to municipal 


coffers. Should the city lose the ruUng, 
the money will be there to pay the cost 
adjustment fees. 


Meanwhile, it was announced that 
despite a notice on Dec. 11,1975, that the 
city could expect a slight decrease in the 
fuel cost adjustment rates during the 
first quarter of 1976, the rate for January 
increased again, adding nine more cents 
per month to the average residential 
electric bill. 


Mayor Scott, who went to Washington 
last fall in an effort to present the city’s 


case to the FPC in the dispute over the 
power rate and fuel cost adjustment in­ 
crease, said that a stop must be put to 
the "continual increases in electric bills 
by means of the fuel cost gimmick." 
He declared, "Particularly hard hit 
are our many citizens on fixed incomes. 
"Every avenue is being pursued to put 
an end to the increases," said Scott, who 
expressed the hope that an action to 
withhold payment of the fuel cost adjust­ 
ment to PG&E will lead to a prompt set­ 
tlement of the rate cases and fuel cost 
adjustment procedure.

Path rocky to x-film 
bans, ministers told 


To almost no one’s surprise, County 
Planning Commissioner Robert C. Lilley 
of Lompoc announced today that he will 
be a candidate for the fourth district seat 
on the Board of Supervisors. 
At the same time, Lompoc Mayor Art 
Scott said he is in a "go" position for the 
supervisorial race but that he will not 
make a final decision until the March 12 
deadline for filing. 
Lilley received the ringing endorse­ 
ment of retiring Supervisor Francis 
Beattie who announced during a press 
conference Wednesday that he would not 
be a candidate for a fourth term on the 
board. 
Beattie termed Lilley "the best 
qualified person” for the post of all those 
who have "made noises so far” about 
running. 
In a statement issued this morning, 
Lilley said, "For the past several 
months a great many residents of our 
district have asked me if I intend to 
run... 
"Mr. Beattie’s decision as expressed 
in his recent press conference has in­ 


tensified those pressures. I for one 
regret that he has seen fit not to seek a 
fourth term. I respect his reasons, 
however, and I am sure we can all agree 
that his years of dedicated service to his 
county have earned him a well deserved 
rest. 


"Concern for county government has 
been a tradition within my family since 
my father’s day. I personally have been 
involved with county government since 
1956... 


"After consultation with my family 
and considerable soul searching on my 
own, I have decided to declare myself a 
candidate for the office of supervisor of 
the Fourth District...” 


Scott was laudatory toward Beattie in 
his statement. "(He) has contributed a 
great many years of his life to this 
county. I think he can look back over the 
past 12 years with great satisfaction, 
comfortable with the knowledge that he 
has served the district well during one of 
the most difficult and trying periods in 
- the county’s history. 


"Mr. Beattie and Mr. Lilley have been 
friends for a great many years. I don’t 
think the announcement that Mr. Beattie 
is going, to support Mr. Lilley surprised 
anyone — especially me. 


"Certainly Mr. Lilley is a very capable 
person and will prove to be a formidable 
candidate. I predict that the fourth dis­ 
trict race is going to be one of the most 
interesting and exciting races in the June 
primary. Obviously people know that I 
am giving serious consideration to runn­ 
ing. At this point in time I am in “a ‘go’ 
position. However, I will not make my 
final decision until near the March 12 
deadline.” 


Scott said he believes the county is at 
the pivotal point in its history and could 
"die on the bridges it will have to cross” 
in the next four years. 


He expressed concern over splitting 
the county, agricultural preserves, en­ 
vironmental control and supplemental 
water, as well as "people” issues such as 
unemployment, health services amid the 
malpractice crisis and soaring taxes.

punishable by a maximum fine of $100. 
The individual is also subject to citation 
and release in the field instead of the - 
former jailing procedures. Possession of 
more than an ounce of the narcotic leads 
to arrest. 


Juveniles will still be taken into 
custody on marijuana possession 
charges as in former times and released 
to parents or guardians for later process­ 
ing by juvenile probation authorities, it 
was disclosed.

In another action, narcotics task force 
officers confiscated $14,000 worth of 
cocaine in Goleta and arrested three 
persons including two prisoners of the 
Federal Correctional Institution who 
were attending the University of Califor­ 
nia at Santa Barbara under the federal 
“resident release program." 
Jailed were William Norman Hubbard, 
35, of Isla Vista, who had been scheduled 
to be released from federal custody to­ 
day after serving 18 months in Lompoc 
FCI for smuggling marijuana; Donald 
Alpert Thorpe, 28, also of Isla Vista, who 
was scheduled to be released from 
federal custody this year after serving 
three years in Lompoc for selling LSD; 
and Jerry Bradford Engle, 25, of 
Goleta, who managed an automatic car 
wash facility. 
All three were charged with con­ 
spiracy, sales of cocaine and possession 
of cocaine for sale.

The Lompoc Ministerial Association 
and others with similar views on the 
matter have little recourse but to 
provide input to appropriate public of­ 
ficials that they have a negative opinion 
toward the showing of motion pictures 
they consider obscene. 
That was the conclusion drawn from 
more than an hour of discussion between 
members of the ministerial group and 
two members of the legal profession at 
the ministers’ monthly meeting Wednes­ 
day at the First Presbyterian Church. 
The topic of the discussion was the out­ 
growth of objections voiced by some 
ministers in letters to the Lompoc 
Record over the showing of x-rated mo­ 
tion pictures at the local drive-in movie 
theater which are visible to the public 
from roads in the vicinity. 
A panel, moderated by John Eby, 
pastor of the First Baptist Church, con­ 
sisted of Michael Palmer, a Lompoc at­ 
torney, and Michael Sheehan, deputy dis­ 
trict attorney for the County of Santa 
Barbara. 
Sheehan reviewed the history of the 
law and obscenity, noting that for years 
the subject went untouched in the courts. 
In the last two years, he said, there 
have been 57 articles developed on law 
and obscenity. 
The first approach to whether a matter 
was obscene was a national standard 
that said if the material had any redeem­ 
ing social value, it was not obscene. 
A later — and the current — ruling left 
the matter of what is obscene up to local 
standards. The test, Sheehan reported, is 
in three parts. Material may be judged 
obscene if, applying current community 
standards, it (1) appeals solely to 
prurient interests (2) is patently offen­ 
sive and (3) is totally lacking in redeem­ 
ing social importance. 


Efforts in Jacksonville. Fla., to ban 
films in which nudity is displayed went 
all the way to the Supreme Court which 
struck them down because, the court 
ruled, the local laws were "too broad” 
and attempted to ban all displays of 
nudity, which could have made it illegal 
to display some paintings, sculptures and 
other items considered classic works of 
art. 


Sheehan observed that in law, par­ 
ticularly in this area, there are no 
straight-out yes and no answers to 
whether there is any way to control 
material considered obscene. 
If what the community considers 
obscene could be defined, there might be 
a way to control it, the ministers were 
told. 
In California, the "community” has 
been determined to be the entire state, 
Palmer observed. In his summary, 


Palmer added that the most important 
people to put pressure on are at the state 
level of government. He said that there 
might be some special statute enacted 
that could apply to drive-in theaters 
where the material considered obscene 
can be seen by persons from public 
streets. He added, however: 
"Whatever law is passed is likely to 
have a hard constitutional row to hoe.” 
Sheehan said that other than letting 
public officials know how they feel about 
the matter of sex and nudity being seen 
on screens visible from public streets, 
the only other solution would be to en­ 
courage the owner of the drive-in to put 
up tall trees to block the view of the 
screen. Palmer concurred. 
Bill McDougall, owner of the Lompoc 
Valley Drive-In, had been invited to the 
meeting but did not attend. 
Garth Smith of the Church of Christ 
addressed the panel and said, "It looks 
futile for us to work our way through the 
maze of law to find a possible solution to 
this dilemma.” He asked the two at­ 
torneys if they had any suggestions. 
Palmer agreed that the matter is dif­ 
ficult. but observed that drive-ins are 
now precluded from showing obscene 
films, the same as indoor theaters are. 
The difficulty lies in determining what is 
obscene. 
Richard G. Harris, pastor of the Valley 
of the Flowers United Church of Christ 
asked the question of what the pastors 
wanted to do as a ministerial association 
about the problem. 
"If we’re going to oppose them (x- 
rated movies) maybe we ought to go see 
them and find out what we’re opposing.” 
He polled the approximately 20 
ministers present as to how many had 
seen an x-rated motion picture and got 
only two hands raised in response. 
He recalled the time a few years ago 
when a date was set for some ministers 
to visit a topless bar when there was a 
furor over that subject. 
"I was the only one who showed up,” 
he said. 
Paul Cook, pastor of the Christian Life 
Church, said the ministers did have the 
alternative of seeking to impose 
economic pressure on theaters that show 
movies they consider objectionable. 
Citing a suggestion by Pastor Charles 
Stifle of the Mission Hills Baptist Church 
in a recent letter to the Lompoc Record, 
Cook said that ministers could encourage 
their church members not to attend any 
showings at a motion picture theater 
that is offensive in any of its presenta­ 
tions. 
The entire discussion was videotaped 
and selected portions will be shown in a 
half-hour program at 9 o’clock tonight 
over cable Channel 7. This is a change in 
the time previously announced for the 
showing.

Lompoc detectives armed with a 
search warrant today arrested two men 
and a woman on narcotics charges and 
confiscated an estimated $3,000 worth of 
marijuana. 
Jailed were Douglas Roberts, 22; Don­ 
na Bergeron, 23; and Michael Steven 
Bell, 22. All were taken into custody at 
210 North M St., Apt. F. The apartment 
was listed to Roberts. Bergeron had been 
living there for a few days, but was 
believed to be a former resident of 607 
Arbor Dr., Vandenberg Air Force Base. 
Bell is from Riverside, according to 
arresting officers. 
All three were charged tentatively 


with cultivation and possession of 
marijuana and hashish oil; and posses­ 
sion of dangerous drugs. The bail amount 
was to be set sometime today. 
Seized was an estimated 12 pounds of 
marijuana including four kilos of the nar­ 
cotic still in brick form and 122 plastic- 
wrapped lids or ounce quantities; and 
about $25 worth of restricted dangerous 
drugs. Also seized was a wide variety of 
narcotics paraphernalia; 24 peat pots of 
ungerminated marijuana seeds; 
and 
aluminum-wrapped plates of cookies 
which had been laced with marijuana; 
and quantities of marijuana stems ami 
scrape which were for use in the cookies. 


Officers described the apartment as 
one of the most complete marijuana 
production setups they had seen — all the 
way from cultivation to distribution, one 
officer said. 


A routine investigation in Ryon Park 
led to the first Lompoc citations for 
marijuana possession under the new 
California field release law, police say. 


Police say they found two young men 
smoking marijuana in the park restroom 
and issued citations requiring their ap­ 
pearance in Lompoc Municipal Court. 
Under the law, possession of an ounce of 
marijuana or less is a misdemeanor and

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Sara Jane

But expressions of concern 
came from Robert Woehrmann, 
of Union Oil Company’s real es­ 
tate division, and from Com­ 
missioner Darwin Sainz of Los 
A lam os. W oehrm ann felt 
western type architecture 
wasn't compatible with in­ 
dustrial areas proposed for in­ 
clusion Sainz agreed and it was 
proposed to contact the busines­ 
smen’s group to see if such 
areas could be deleted. 


Johnson said the area in­ 
volved the western gateway to 
the town. Existing structures 
wouldn’t be affected unless 
they were altered or rebuilding 
took place on the property, he 
said.

After hearing strong objec­ 
tions from Santa Ynez Valley 
residents to the operation of the 
Santa Ynez Ranch School — and 
denials by school management 
spokesmen that there were 
serious problems caused by the 
young students — the County 
Planning Commission Wednes­ 
day set Feb. 25 for a public 
hearing to consider if there is 
sufficient reason to revoke the 
school’s use permit. 
At a discussion session before 
the commission in Santa Bar­ 
bara that took up a large part of 
the day-long com m ission 
meeting, the following took 
place: 
— The commission learned 
that the school facility is ac­ 
commodating 52 youths in clas­ 
ses at the form er Deville 
A cadem y c o m p le x , w ith 
another 19 youths enrolled in 
classes at Santa Ynez Valley 
H igh S chool and V alley 
Elementary School. Virtually 
all of the students are being 
cared for by the school manage­ 
ment under court order, and 
“satellite homes” have been 


set up to spread the impact of 
the youngsters in the valley 
area. 
— School D irector Ron 
M ayuiers, answering com ­ 
plaints from area residents that 
students were rowdy and roam­ 
ing the areas at night causing 
m ischief, claim ed e a rlie r 
problems surfacing in the 
three-year-old project were be­ 
ing eradicated, and the ranch 
school was being looked at as a 
model by child care experts 
from throughout the state.

Kissinger told a news confer­ 
ence Wednesday he would send 
a new SA LT p ro p o sal to 
Moscow “ in a day or two“ and 
that he would go there Jan. 23

agreement." he said, “ results 
primarily from issues that 
could not be considered fully at 
Vladivostok, because the tech­ 
nology was not yet developed at 
that time. 
“ Primarily the issues con­ 
cern how to deal with the Soviet 
Backfire bomber and how to 
deal with the American cruise 
missile: whether and how to 


count them; whether and what 
restraints to accept 
“ These are fundamentally 
the outstanding issues. Most 
other issues have either been 
settled in prin ciple or in 
detail.“ 
The secretary admitted pub­ 
licly the two weapons systems 
were still a problem but said he 
thought they could be solved. 
"Technology.*’ he said, "is at 
a point where it is possible to 
accept certain restraints now 
which might then have to wait 
for another cycle of technology 
before they can be made effec­ 
tive." 
Intelligence sources report 
the Soviets have deployed 40 to 
50 of the twin-engine. superson­ 
ic Backfire bombers They are 
said to carry about 22.000 
pounds of bombs between 2,500 
and 4.000 miles. 
"It cannot go on a two-way 
trip.** said former Defense 
Secretary Jam es Schlesinger 
on Oct 20. although he acknowl­ 
edged the Backfire could attack 
parts of the United States and 
return to Russia, or threaten 
the entire country if it refueled 


in midair or landed in Cuba. 
The Russians are said to 
regard the B a ck fire a s a 
“ forward based system .” a 
medium range fighter bomber 
like the U S FB III. which dur­ 
ing the Vietnam war whined in 
over Hanoi with terrain - 
following guidance system s, 
flying so low it could not be 
detected by radar. 
U.S. analysts say the Back­ 
fire is more than that. 2** times 
as heavy as the FBU1 and can 
carry twice the payload over 
twice the distance. The hangup 
is that if the U.S. pushes too 
hard on the Backfire, the Rus­ 
sians can demand limits on U.S. 
forward based system s, the 
F B llls at NATO bases and on 
aircraft carriers. 
The cruise missile, a poten­ 
tially new order of magnitude 
in the arms race, takes its first 
flight this year. About 20 feet 
long, it can be launched from an 
airplane, ship or submarine 
torpedo tube — making just 
about anything that floats or 
flies a strategic weapon. It may 
be possible to fire a cruise m is­ 
sile from a ground vehicle. 


Its warhead can be either 
nuclear or conventional and 
because of its terrain guidance 
system it is reportedly accurate 
to within 10 yards at a range of 
up to 2.000 miles. 
The cruise missile is a par­ 
ticular problem for SALT 
because the only way to tell if 
one has a nuclear or conven­ 
tional warhead is to look inside,

to clarify U.S.-Soviet exchanges 
on Angola and to try to break a 
deadlock on strategic arm s 
limitation negotiations. 
During his first news confer­ 
ence of the new year Kissinger 
tied Angola and the SALT talks 
together and said Soviet actions 
in Angola were "Incompatible 
with a genuine relaxation of 
tensions." 
“ I am saying that Soviet ac­ 
tions in Angola, if continued, 
are bound to affect the general 
relationship with the United 


States, (and) that a substantial 
deterioration of that relation­ 
ship can also over time affect 
the strategic arm s talks," Kis­ 
singer said. 
Kissinger said Moscow had 
“ sent close to 9200 million 
worth of military equipment to 
Angola in the last nine months, 
which equals the total amount 
of all military equipment sent 
to all the rest of sub-Sahara 
Africa by all other countries. 
“ So that is not a minor infu­ 
sion of military force.” 
Claiming 7,000 Cuban troops 
are in Angola, Kissinger said: 
“ The fighting in the northern 
front in Angola is conducted 
almost entirely by Cuban forces 
and without even a pretense of 


any significant MPLA partici­ 
pation." 
The MPLA is the Soviet- 
backed Communist Angolan 
faction. 


He added, "We believe that 
this is a wholly unnecessary 
setback to the constructive 
trends in U.S.-Soviet relations 
which we cannot believe is ul­ 
timately in the Soviet or the 
world interest.” 


Kissinger said he would try in 
Moscow to break the SALT 
deadlock despite Angola be­ 
cause nuclear weapons were a 
“ global problem that cannot be 
subordinated to the day to day 
changes in Soviet-American 
relations." 
Three FPC experts tell how boss 
pulled multi-million $ switcheroo 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Three Federal Power Commis­ 
sion experts have told Congress 
how their boss pulled a multi­ 
million dollar switch in recom­ 
mending a 100 per cent increase 
in the regulated price of natural 
gas. 


Rep. John D. Dingell's sub­ 
com m ittee on energy and 
power is looking into how the 
FPC develops its decisions on 
natural gas prices and supplies 
and the Michigan Democrat 
called as witnesses three ex­ 
perts who do that kind of work. 


Lundy Wright, chief of the 
Pipeline and Producer Rates 
Division of the FPC Bureau of 
Natural Gas, said he, Blair 
Stover, and Louis J . Engel 


prepared a recommendation 
last year for increased federal 
ceilings on natural gas prices. 
Wright said that at the end of 
their study, they concluded the 
ceiling on natural gas prices 
should be in a range of 61 to 69 
cents per thousand cubic feet 
instead of the current level of 52 
cents per thousand cubic feet. 
Wright said Frank C. Allen, 
head of the Bureau of Natural 
Gas, reviewed the study and 
found it unacceptable. Allen 
drafted his own recommenda­ 
tions, suggesting $1.04 for an 
average gas price, an increase 
of 100 per cent. 
Allen told the committee the 
original report overlooked the 
impact of new tax laws. Allen 
also said he invited Wright to 
Usery expected to be 
named to Dunlop job 


submit a separate report but 
Wright declined. 
Under questioning by Dingell, 
Allen said that when he drafted 
his own study he did not have in­ 
formation from gas companies 
about how new tax laws would 
affect them. 
While Dingell studied gas 
price regulators, Rep. Jack 
Brooks, D-Tex., released a 
study Wednesday by the Gener­ 
al Accounting Office on the con­ 
sum er effect of having no 
regulation. H ie GAO said the 
withdrawal of federal controls 
from natural gas prices would 
“ add $75 billion to the energy 
costs of United States consum­ 
ers by 1965 without providing 
any guarantee of increased 
production. " 
But the report 
said the alternatives include 
continuing regulation that is 
sure to involve higher prices, 
and bringing intrastate gas un­ 
der federal regulations 
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W ASHINGTON (U P I) - 
John Dunlop’s resignation as 
labor secretary leaves a gap in 
the Cabinet that many labor 
and government leaders expect 
to be filled by chief federal 
mediator W.J. Usery. 
Usery’s was the primary 
name mentioned as a likely suc­ 
cessor Wednesday after Dunlop 
announced his decision to quit. 
But sources said National 
M ediation B oard m em ber 
G e o rg e Iv e s and L a b o r 
Undersecretary Robert Aders 
also were under consideration. 
Dunlop, 61, a economist and 
mediator who intends to return 
to his Harvard teaching post 
after Feb. 1, said he resigned 
because President Ford’s veto 
of a controversial construction 
industry bill destroyed his 
hopes for labor-management 
cooperation in 1976. 
He said his departure was not 
intended as a "p ro test" of 
Ford’s veto nor as "any reflec­ 
tion over my inner feelings,” 
but motivated by a “ sober con­ 
clusion” that the veto destroyed 
the 
“ communications, 
con­ 
fidence and trust” needed for 
cooperation between labor and 
management. 
“ Maybe there is somebody 


else — not me — who can heal 
the breaches in a short period of 
tim e," he said. 


At the White House, the 
Labor Department, AFL-CIO 
headquarters and on Capitol 
Hill, the conclusion was that 
Usery might be that “ somebody 
else.”

FDA recalls thousands 
of baby teething rings 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Food and Drug Administration 
today announced the recall of 
thousands of teething rings 
which it said could cause babies 
to vomit if the fluid inside es­ 
capes 
Involved are water filled 
teething rings produced by 
R elian ce P ro d u cts C orp., 
W oonsocket. R .I., and d is­ 
tributed nationwide. 
The FDA said the rings are 
filled with water to make them 
pliable so the baby can chew on 
them. Quartemary ammonium 
compound is added to the water 
to stop bacterial growth 
But the agency said the com­ 
pound does not stop bacteria 


from growing, and that further­ 
more if the fluid happens to es­ 
cape into the baby’s mouth, 
vomiting may result. 


The products involved are the 
Nuk Orthodontic Gum Soother, 
Assorted Protect-0 Gum Sooth­ 
er and the Protecto-0 Cool Ring 
Gum Soother. 


The FDA had no exact figures 
on how many of the rings were 
being recalled but it said the 
rates of use for the items were 
19,200 per month, 14,400 per 
month and 6,600 per month 
respectively for the three 
items 


Those involved were dis­ 
tributed prior to Sept. 1. 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
bill outlawing the private pos­ 
session of handguns in Califor­ 
nia has been shot down by an 
Assembly committee despite 
the author's contention that it 
would save lives. 
The measure (AB2426) by 
com m ittee Chairm an Alan 
Sieroty, D-Los Angeles was 
killed Wednesday night by the 
Criminal Justice Committee on 
a 2-4 v o te f o l l o w i n g an 
emotional three-hour hearing. 
Sieroty earlier expressed little 
hope of winning legislative pas­ 
sage of the bill. 
Heavy security prevailed at 
the jam med-packed Capitol 
hearing room. A number of 
plain-clothed police officers 
were stationed at the entrance 
after authorities reportedly 
received a tip that several spec­ 
tators would bring firearm s to 
the proceedings. However, the 
hearing was conducted without 
incident. 
Sieroty was jeered by some 
members of the audience when 
he told the committee, "The 
purpose of my bill is to save 
lives, human lives." 
He contended handguns were 
a “ rarely effective weapon in 
protecting the home and family 
and are more likely to cause in­ 
jury to a family member.” He 
said four to six homeowners are 
killed by gun accidents for 
every one burglar stopped by a 
handgun. 
But opponents, led by Nation­ 
al Rifle Association members, 
argued a ban on handguns 
would violate the constitutional 
right to bear arm s. They said 
the ban would leave law-abid­ 
ing citizens without a means of 
protecting themselves and at 
the mercy of criminals who 
could obtain guns from Illicit 
sources. 
Sieroty's bill would have 
C 
ohibited private possession of 
ndguns effective Jan. 1, 1978 
with the exception of certain 
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dealers, p jace officers, the 
national guard, pistol club 
m em bers, private security 
guards and antique gun collec­ 
tors. 


Under the bill, possessing an 
illegal gun would be a felony, 
carrying a one-year sentence 
for first offenders and a two-to- 
five-year term for subsequent 
violations 
Citizens would be 
a l l owed to turn in their 
handguns to authorities during 
a 18-month period and would be 
paid for the weapons by the 
state.

But it would reduce city, county 
and special district property 
tax revenues by $130 million to 
obtain the net $70 million reduc­ 
tion 
•‘Year after year we come up 
Ihere and say there is a need for 
property tax relief, and do 
nothing,” Boatwright told the 
Revenue and Taxation Commit­ 
tee. which he heads. "People 
out there are sick and tired of 
the mouthings of people up 
here " 
Under the measure, local 


governments would be limited 
to the amount of property tax 
they collected in the previous 
year plus a cost-of-living in­ 
crease and an hike based on 
population surges. The cost-of- 
living increase could not exceed 
eight per cent. 


However, the bill would in­ 
crease the present six per cent 
growth limit imposed on school 
districts to eight per cent, the 
same level suggested for cities 
and counties.

Senate panel 
kills mechanic 
certification 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
Legislation establishing a 
voluntary state testing and cer­ 
tification program for auto 
mechanics to make it easier for 
consumers to find competent 
repairmen has been killed by a 
Senate committee. 


The bill (SB894) by Sen. 
Anthony C. Beilenson, D-Los 
Angeles, was defeated Wednes­ 
day by the Business and Profes­ 
sions Committee on a 3-2 vote, 
short of the five-vote majority 
needed. It was the third time 
such a Beilenson bill has failed. 


Under tire measure, any of 
California’s 55,000 mechanics 
could voluntarily apply for a 
state certificate of competence 
by taking a written and prac­ 
tical test on automotive repair, 
repair. 


Currently, mechanics need 
state certification only if they 
want to work on exhaust emis­ 
sion devices or be designated as 
official state lights, brake and 
smog device repairmen. 


Representatives of the Team­ 
sters and machinists unions op­ 
posed the Beilenson bill 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - An 
accounting firm asked by the 
Treasury to take a new look at 
New York City’s finances is 
raising doubts that the city will 
be able to regain solvency, even 
with $2 3 billion in federal 
loans. 
D espite 
the rep o rt’s 
pessimistic tone, Treaiury 
Secretary William Simon said 
he is approving a third loan, of 
$140 million, to the city, to be 
made today. 
That brings to $510 million the 
amount the city has received 
under the program proposed by 
President Ford and accepted by 
Congress 
Simon said he has satisfied 
himself — as the program 


requires — that "there is a 
reasonable prospect for repay­ 
ment.” 
The report from the Washing­ 
ton firm of Arthur Andersen it 
Co. draws no final conclusions 
about the feasibility of the 
city's financial plan. 
But it says the city is 
counting on revenues it may not 
receive, economies it may not 
achieve and does not have an 
accounting system that allows 
auditors to figure out exactly 
where the city stands. 
For instance, the report says, 
a balance sheet by the city com­ 
ptroller as recently as Dec. 28 
lists at least $1 billion in assets 
which are known to be "un-

Among the troubles pots iso­ 
lated in the report were these: 


— Economies of $110 million 
were budgeted for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, but "only 
about $12 million of projected 
savings have been achieved to 
date," 


— Despite the spending cut­ 
backs planned and higher taxes 
imposed, the city still must find 
an additional $400 million for 
the current fiscal year. That 
shortfall results partly because 
$192 million in taxes which 
would have been due this fiscal 
year were collected — and 
spent — early, in fiscal 1975. 
— The city is counting on 
borrowing $2.5 billion from 


public employe pension funds, 
50 per cent of pension assets. 
The report questions whether 
such a heavy investment would 
be legal if the new pension 
reform law is applied to public 
pension plans. 
— The city’s anticipated ex­ 
penditures may have been un­ 
derstated by as much as $1 
billion to $2 billion through un­ 
derfunding pension plans and 
using funds for road, school, 
sewer and other construction to 
meet daily operating expenses. 
- The city is counting on 
receiving $800 million in ad­ 
vance aid payments from the 
state this spring, but the state is 
running a deficit of up to $700 
million. 


Vatican rejects liberalized sexual code 


VATICAN CITY (U PI)-The 
Vatican today published an un­ 
precedented 
contemporary 
sexual code for Roman Cathol­ 
ics attacking the "unbridled ex­ 
altation of sex” and condem­ 
ning all sexual union outside 
marriage, including all homo­ 
sexual relations and masturba­ 
tion. 
The document did not change 
any traditional church dogma 
on sex but presented with un­ 
usual candor and clarity the 
Vatican’s rejection of modern 
society’s — and some of its own 


theologians’ — arguments for 
liberalizing sexual ethics. 
"The use of the sexual func­ 
tion has its true meaning and 
moral rectitude only in true 
marriage,” it said, adding that 
church teaching on sexual 
ethics "cannot be considered as 
having become out of date or 
doubtful under the pretext that 
a new cultural situation has 
arisen.” 
It did not touch on abortion, 
contraception or norms of sex­ 
ual life within marriage. 
Pope Paul VI ordered and ap- 


proved the 20-page "Declara­ 
tion on Certain Questions 
Concerning Sexual Ethics” au­ 
thored by the Sacred Congrega­ 
tion for the Doctrine of the 
Faith, the Vatican’s watchdog 
body on church dogma. 
"In the present period the 
corruption of morals has in­ 
creased and one of the most 
serious indications of this cor­ 
ruption is the unbridled exalta­ 
tion of sex," the document said. 
"Sexual union before mar­ 
riage ... is contrary to Christian 
doctrine which states that 


every genital act must be 
within the framework of mar­ 
riage." 
It said homosexual acts "can 
in no case be approved of" but 
added: 
“ Homosexuals who are 
definitively such because of 
some kind of innate instinct or a 
pathological constitution 
judged to be incurable ... must 
certainly be treated with under­ 
standing and sustained in the 
hope of overcoming their per­ 
sonal difficulties and their in­ 
ability to fit into society." 
Consumer adviser explodes funeral myth 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - It’s 
time for the American consum­ 
er to be told he or she doesn’t 
have to buy the full-blown, 
casketed, embalmed funeral, 
according to President Ford’s 
consumer adviser. 
Mrs. Virginia Knauer be­ 
lieves the undertaking industry 
is fraught with myths, most of 
them revolving around "inde­ 
structible" caskets, burial 
vaults with half-century gua­ 
rantees and the misconception 
that more than one person can- 


not be buried in the same grave. 
She told the Federal Trade 
Commission Wednesday it 
should expand its proposed 
crackdown on the funeral in­ 
dustry to provide consumers 
with information manuals tell­ 
ing them that no matter how 
much money they spend they 
are only delaying the inevitable 
— and natural — disintegration 
of the remains. 
Caskets, she said, often are 
sold to survivors with phrases 
like "last forever” and "im- 


penetrable.” 
"Many metal caskets with 
these kinds of designations do 
not even have welded joints, 
and a tarlike substance is used 
to plug holes and protect the in­ 
terior of the casket. In others, 
handles penetrate the casket 
body permitting slow seepage 
through the handle holes. 
"Very often robber gaskets 
are held in place by double- 
faced tape," she added. "Even 
in caskets with welded joints, 
most consumers would not be 


aware that use of a second 
metal in welding creates a 
bimetal electrical reaction 
which hastens corrosion and ac­ 
tually limits their ability to 
withstand deterioration." 
The proposed FTC rules 
would force funeral homes to 
disclose that embalming is "not 
required except in limited cir­ 
cumstances." Mrs. Knauer said 
that should be expanded to tell 
consumers embalming does not 
act as the long-term preser­ 
vative many think it does.

Biologists develop 
way to kill vampires 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Government biologists think 
they finally have come up with 
a good way to kill vampires. 
They say an overdose of an­ 
ticoagulant causes the little 
bats — who feed on blood 
sucked from anim als and 
sometimes people — to die 
from internal hemorrhaging. 
The vampire bat. found in an 
area from northern Argentina 
to Mexico, is the only mammal 
known to have a diet of blood. 
The bats, about the size of 
blackbirds, are considered 
pests in areas where they at­ 
tack livestock

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The nocturnal vampire bites 
its sleeping prey in the skin 
around the neck, tail or feet. 
Then it laps up blood from the 
wound and flies off. leaving the 
victim bleeding and susceptible 
to rabies or other viruses. 
Up to one million cattle a 
year die in Latin America as 
the result of vampire bites, the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
says. 
Last year more than 100 
persons — mostly children bit­ 
ten on the toes while sleeping — 
suffered vam pire bites in 
Granada. Nicaragua. They sur­ 
vived. but there have been a 
few cases when human beings 
died from rabies transmitted by 
bites. 


Fish and Wildlife Service 
biologists have been working on 
vampire control in several 
Latin American countries for 
six years with $800,000 in 
Agency for International Deve­ 
lopment funds. 


They found injecting cattle 
with an anticoagulant called 
diphenadione would stop most 
vampire attacks. The bats, 
which already have an an­ 
ticoagulant present in their 
saliva, die of internal hemorr­ 
haging from ruptured capillar­ 
ies within three days after they 
bite a treated animal.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
An Illinois congressman 
says he will try to stop, by 
legislation if necessary, a 
Health. Education and 
Welfare Department grant 
of $121.000 for a study on 
the effect of marijuana on 
mate sexual response. 
Rep. Robert H. Michel 
said Wednesday he has 
asked HEW Secretary 
David Matthews to cancel 
the grant to Southern 
Illinois University and that 
he would try to get 
language attached to the 
new federal budget 
prohibiting the grant. 
Michel called the project 
“offensive” and said both 
Illinois officials and 
citizens have expressed 
“widespread concern" 
over the grant approved by 
the National Institute on 
Drug Abuse.

Little Hoover Commission charges: 
“Some state hospital doctors diverting patients to own moonlight practice 


SACRAMENTO <UPI> - 
Some highly paid state hospital 
doctors divert patients into 
their own moonlight practices 
and receive Medi-Cal payments 
as high as $45.000 in violation of 
conflict of interest rules, the 
Little Hoover Commission 
charged Wednesday. 


In a 400-page report highly 
critical of the Department of 
Health, the commission ac­ 
c u sed som e p h y s ic ia n s 
employed at state hospitals and 
in community health programs 
of diverting patients who should 
have been treated at the institu­ 
tions to their own private prac­ 
tices 


The private services then are 
Wiled to the state through Medi- 


Cal. often at a higher cost to 
taxpayers 
Gov Edmund G Brown Jr.. 
who was given an advance look 
at the report, has requested At­ 
torney G eneral E velle J 
Younger to investigate "the 
question of conflict of interest 
and other alleged irregularities. 
The probe, which had been 
recommended by the commis­ 
sion. is not yet complete. 


The 13-member commission 
branded such alleged practices 
* a flagrant violation of the con­ 
flict of interest policies if not 
outright fraud." 


Some physician employes 
• were making up to $29.000 
from Medi-Cal patients in addi­ 
tion to their state salaries of ap­ 


proximately $40.000.” the 
report said. “One psychiatrist 
employed for two-thirds time 
made $45.000 from Medi-Cal 
patients seen In private prac­ 
tice." 


The report did not name the 
individual doctors who were 
allegedly involved in the 
moonlighting nordid it indicate 
how many physicians it was ac­ 
cusing or say which of the nine 
state hospitals employed them. 


The advisory board, formally 
called the Commission on 
California State Government 
Organization and Economy, 
adopted the report Wednesday 
with only one dissenting vote. 
When Brown earlier learned of 
the study, he reportedly had a 


heated encounter with one of its 
authors. Paul O’Rourke. 
The report additionally al­ 
leged a “vacuum in leadership" 
dealt a “paralytic effect" on 
the $3 billion Department of 
Health. It also declared con­ 
sumers were being overlooked 
in formulating health regula­ 
tions. 
The study called for creation 
of a new Board of Health and a 
state Board of Social Welfare. 
Simitar boards existed before 
the massive reorganization by 
former Gov. Ronald Reagan's 
administration several years 
ago. 
In the most biting accusation, 
the commission said, “ physi­ 
cians employed by the state 
hospitals are also apparently 


seeing Medi-Cal patients in 
their private practice, which is 
a violation of the department’s 
policy on c o n flic t of in ­ 
terest." 


“ Some full-time program 
directors at one state hospital 
were performing 7 5 hours a 
day in private practice reported 
in addition to their full-time 
hospital duties," the report 
said. “It is questionable that 
these professional employes 
were performing their full-time 
duties rather than their private 
practices." 


"Some physicians refer pa­ 
tients to themselves in private 
practice.’’ the report added. 
“The practice of self-referral 
gives physicians an advantage 


of building a sizeable practice 
and diverting patients who 
would normally receive care 
from the state hospitals." 


“In other instances, fraud 
may have been involved when 
physicians are receiving regu­ 
lar governmental salaries and 
also billing Medi-Cal for some 
patients as private cases." 


The rep o rt, which cost 
$100,000 and took six months to 
complete, said the reorganiza­ 
tion of several individual 
departm ents into the vast 
Health Department was a flop 
in many regards. The consoli­ 
dation included the depart­ 
ments of public health, mental 
hygiene, health care services 
and elements of the depart­ 


ments of social welfare and 
rehabilitation. 
"The outcome has been a 
serious deterioration in plan­ 
ning, operation and evaluation 
of health programs," the report 
said. The reorganization under 
Reagan also produced "inaccu­ 
rate claims...on the fiscal sav­ 
ings which obscured budgetary 
overexpenditure." 


“ Although significant im­ 
provements are in the process 
of being implemented, these 
conditions continue to exist” 
under the Brown administra­ 
tion, the report said. 


“Conditions which now pre­ 
vail cannot be fairly attributed 
to a failure in the logic of con­ 
solidation of state health 


programs, but rather to the 
methods employed in carrying 
out the merger. Those initially 
charged with responsibility for 
implementation of the consoli­ 
dation were, in fact, not in sup­ 
port of such a merger.” 
The report also said, “The 
state personnel system has 
been utilized improperly to 
place in key positions persons 
without training or experience 
in health program s" 
In an apparent back handed, 
mild criticism of Brown, the 
report recommended that “the 
governor should enunciate 
clear health goals and policy 
initiatives for California and 
commit the administration to 
build competence and con­ 
fidence in the department."

Cooking talents

Occasional errors in this column have one redeeming feature. They point up 
the fact that readers are using the recipes. That of Dotti Whitehouae for 
sesame seed cookies, printed last Thursday, omitted an Important ingredient, 
butter. Responding to the many calls of inquiry, we repeat the recipe this 
week. It comes originally from an embassy chef in Washington, D C, 


Sesame Seed Cookies 
I*(4 cups light brown sugar (packed) 
^4 cup butter 
1 cup sesame seeds 
V« cups all-purpose flour 
1 egg. beaten 
^ tsp. salt 
V4 tsp. baking powder 
Melt butter and sugar. Add sesame seeds, beaten egg, and flour, a little at a 
time. Then add salt and baking powder. Space a scant teaspoon of dough (two 
inches apart) on a lightly greased cookie sheet. Bake at 350 degrees for 10 
minutes. Cool 1-2 minutes before removing from sheet. Makes about 7 dozen. 


From the kitchen of Dottie (Mrs. James) Croker, Jalama Road, conws this 
recipe which is used as either a pudding or cake. It is offered in answer to a 
request. Ingredients differ only slightly from the persimmon cookie recipe of 
Pearl Bromser. As a schoolgirl, Mrs. Croker’s daughter Cathy often brought 
me a gift of this cake which I thoroughly enjoyed. 


Persimmon Pudding 
1 cup persimmon pulp 
1 cup sugar 
I egg 
1 tsp. vanilla 
V4 cup milk 
1 cup flour, sifted 
2 tsp. baking powder 
1 tsp. soda 
V4 tsp. salt 
1 cup raisins 
>4 cup nuts 
Mix pulp, e p , vanilla and milk. Add sifted dry ingredients. Mix well and add 
nuts and raisins. Bake in two-quart covered casserole. 


Holiday recipes of Charles Jack, which are good any time of the year, Include 
the following: 


Scalloped oysters 
4 pt. fresh or canned Gulf oysters 
1 17 oz. can creamed style golden sweet com 
2 cups cracker crumbs 
y» stick butter 
Combine oysters (drain and save liquid, sweet com and cracker crumbs. Add 
oyster liquid until mixture is moist. Salt and pepper to taste. Place mixture 
into buttered ovenware dish and sprinkle light layer of cracker crumbs on top. 
Dot with butter and bake at 350 degrees for 40 minutes. Garnish with parsley 
and serve. Makes six ample servings. 
Or, use your favorite scalloped oyster recipe and add can creamed sweet 
corn for different flavor. 
Fresh Cranberry Relish 
2 16-oz pkgs. fresh cranberries 
3 large or 4 medium-size oranges, peeled 
m cups English walnuts 
apple, cored 
3 cups sugar 
Wash and cull any bad berries. Select coarse setting on the food grinder for 
an even blend. Grind berries, oranges, apples and walnuts. Pour in sugar and 
mix. For best results, refrigerate in glass containers at least two days before 
eating to allow flavor to thoroughly permeate relish. If too tart, add more 
sugar to taste. Serves 12-15. Relish can be kept indefinitely in refrigerator. 


Two very easy recipes which also taste very good are these from the files of 
Margaret Brett. The first has a most Intriguing title — explained as “so easy, 
even a nitwit can make them." 
Nitwits 
y» cup milk 
Vi cup butter or margarine (one quarter pound bar) 
2 cups sugar 
Boiled together for 5 minués EXACTLY. 
Quickly add: 
6 oz. pkg. of chocolate chips 
3 cups quick Quaker oats, and a few chopped nuts, if desired. 
Press into a greased 9 or 10-inch pie plate, marking into squares while still 
warm, or drop by spoonfuls onto a lightly greased cookie sheet. Ready to eat in 
30 minutes or less. 


Lemon Loaf 
y» cup of shortening (butter or margarine) 
1 cup sugar 
2 eggs 
Creamed together. 
1V4 cups flour 
1 tsp. baking powder 
y» cup milk, 
y» cup of chopped nuts, if desired 
Mix thorou^ly, and bake in a loaf pan that has been greased lightly and lined 
with aluminum foil — also greased. 
Bake at 350 degrees for 45 minutes. While still warm, prick the top with a 
toothpick, and spoon over: juice and some grated rind of two lemons mixed 
with V4 cup of sugar. 
A very lemony and moist cake is the result. ('The lemon juice is better un­ 
cooked.)

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The cholesterol controversy 
Answers sought to heart epidemic 


WORKS IN WATERCOLORS by artist Randy Kirksey are on dis­ 
play in the Allan Hancock College art gallery this month.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
government is spending 1256 
million to help answer one of 
the biggest questions affecting 
the health of Americans today 
— is there any way to halt the 
nation’s heart disease epide­ 
mic? 
It is one of the most elusive 
problems in medicine. 
The leads are substantial and 
they point to high cholesterol 
levels in the blood, cigarette 
smoking and high blood press­ 
ure. Four out of five heart at­ 
tack victims have these factors 
wofting against them. 
What is lacking is proof that 
reducing cholesterol, stopping 
smoking and lowering blood 
pressure can prevent or at least 
reduce the incidence of heart 
attacks in the United States. 
Cholesterol 
is perhaps of 
greatest concern because there 
is evidence that hardening of 
the arteries, or atherosclerosis, 
begins in childhood when diet 
would seem to be the most im­ 
portant of the known risk fac­ 
tors. 
F o r exam ple, battlefield 
autopsies of servicemen killed 
in Korea at an average age of 22 
showed that 77 per cent had 
some buildup of fats on the lin­ 
ings of their arteries. Fifteen 
per cent had blood vessels 
narrowed by half the normal 
size. Similar findings cam e 
from Vietnam war studies. 
But government health offi­ 
cials feel that before they can 
recommend 
low-cholesterol, 
low-fat diets to the general 
public, there must be proof 
such diets will help ward off 
heart disease. 
One recent study by Dr. Ivan 
D. Frantz at the University of 
Minnesota produced inconclu­ 
sive results. 
Using 9,500 patients over age 
21 at seven state hospitals, he 
put half on cholesterol-lowering 
diets and half on regular diets. 
For the whole group, the low- 
cholesterol diet produced no 
benefit in reducing heart dis­ 
ease risk, but Frantz said it did 
seem to help men under age 50. 


“ We didn’t get any difference 
at all in the women under 50 and 
that’s hard for me to explain." 
he said. 
Frantz said he personally 
believes that if cholesterol is 
maintained at low levels from 
childhood on, the risk of heart 
disease would be reduced. 
It is known that women have 
fewer heart attacks and strokes 
than men Dr. William B. Kan- 
nel, director of a long-term 
heart disease study In Framing­ 
ham, Mass.. told the American 
Heart Association in November 
the study showed men deve­ 
loped cardiovascular disease at 
nearly triple the rate of women. 
He suggested differences in 
hormones might be responsible. 


Proof wanted 
that diets 
are effective 


The government’s National 
Heart and Lung Institute is tak­ 
ing a different approach to find 
some answers. 
It has three major, nation­ 
wide trials under way to see if a 
reduction of cholesterol in the 
blood, a halt to smoking and 
lowering blood pressure will 
reduce heart attack rates. The 
combined studies are expected 
to cost $256 million by the time 
they are finished in the early 
1960s. 
One seven-year effort, which 
began a year ago at a dozen 
clinics, concentrates solely on 
cholesterol. This trial involves 
up to 4,000 men aged 35 through 
59 who have abnormally high 
cholesterol levels in their blood 
yet show no signs of heart dis­ 
ease. 
Half these men are receiving 
a cholesterol-lowering diet and 
a dummy drug. The other half 
re c e iv e s the d ie t plus a 
ch olesterol-low erin g 
drug 
called cholestyramine. The diet 
is expected to lower cholesterol 
levels by 6 to 7 per cent and the 
drug is expected to produce 20 
to 25 per cent reductions.

treatment for up to seven years 
to see if the diet plus drug group 
has fewer heart attacks than 
the diet-only group. For ethical 
reasons, 
there is no high 
cholesterol group not receiving 
any treatment. 
Nevertheless, Dr. Basil Rif- 
kind. the p roject d irector, 
believes if it is convincingly 
shown that those with lower 
cholesterol fare better, it would 
mean that dietary limitations of 
cholesterol also would be of 
benefit. 
The problem with such a 
study is that even though heart 
attacks are the major killer of 
men, there still is only one such 
event per 100 men of middle age 
per year. This means that large 
numbers must be studied to get 
significant results. And to find 
3,500 middle-aged men with 
high cholesterol, 350,000 must 
be tested. 
“It is a logistic and scientific 
e f f o r t 
of 
in c r e d ib le 
magnitude." Rifkind said. 
Another consideration too, he 
said, is that with drug therapy 
“you always pay a price. There 
is no drug that has been dis­ 
covered that is free of some 
side effects or toxic effects. 
This may not matter to any ex­ 
tent when you are treating 
somebody for five days with a 
sore throat, but if these drugs 
are shown to be of basic value 
in preventing heart disease, you 
will be giving them to in­ 
dividuals for many years." 
The second big trial directed 
by NHLI involves 12,000 middle- 
aged men who are above- 
average heart attack risks 
because of a combination of 
high cholesterol levels, smok­ 
ing and high blood pressure. 
Half are being referred to 
their personal doctor for usual 
medical care and half are 
entering a program conducted 
by 20 medical centers aimed at 
modifying their habits to lower 
cholesterol, stop smoking and 
lower blood pressure The goal 
again is to see if preventive 
measures can be taken to lower 
heart attack rates. 
In addition, the NHLI is 
midway through a five-year 
trial involving 11,000 patients to 
see if lowering blood pressure 


alone reduces the rate of heart 
disease. 
Although heart disease pre­ 
vention is the goal of all three 
trials. Rifkind said there is 
hope that use of the cholesterol- 
lowering drug might actually 
reverse some earlier stages of 
atherosclerosis. 
An encouraging step in this 
direction has been taken by a 
University of Chicago research 
team led by Dr. Robert W. Wis- 
sler. He reported at the heart 
association meeting that use of 
cholestyramine 
in 
monkeys 
reduced fatty deposits in the 
principal artery leading from 
the heart by about five-sixths. 
It was emphasized, however, 
that the research applied only

The joint studies recently 
discovered a biochemical dif­ 
ference in some Russian men 
that may possibly have a role in 
protecting them against heart 
disease. 
Although there is much still 
to be known about heart dis­ 
ease, it is believed that one of 
every five people with high 
cholesterol levels in the blood 
inherited the disorder. 


Dr. Joseph L. Goldstein, of 
the University of Texas’ South­ 
western Medical School in 
Dallas, says this abnormal gene 
affects about one of every 500 
Americans. 
"Most people who carry this 
gene don’t know they have it un­ 
til they have a heart attack in 
their 30s." he said. 


Other factors that may also 
play a role in heart disease are 
the stresses of modem living 
and the sedentary lifestyle of 
many Americans. 
In fact, two noted San Fran­ 
cisco cardiologists, Drs. Ray H. 
R o se n m a n 
and 
M ey er 
Friedman, startled the medical 
community two years ago when 
they suggested that an aggress­ 
ive, competitive, impatient and 
restless personality may be 
more important in setting the 
stage for heart disease than 
diet, smoking or high blood 
pressure. 
Dr. Richard S. Ross, past 
president of the Am erican 
Heart Association and dean of 
the Johns Hopkins Medical 
School in Baltimore, agreed in 
a d ebate la s t y e a r with 
Rosenman that there is a con­ 
nection between behavior and 
heart disease 


But Ross said there is no 
evidence that behavior ranks 
with cholesterol, blood pressure 
and smoking as major risks “ I 
think the evidence is very hard 
for these three," he said.

Fault discovery may 
delay power plant 


Javits defends wife's 
job as Iranian agent 


SAN LUIS OBISPO, Calif. 
(U P I) — Operation of the 
Diablo Canyon nuclear power 
plant could be delayed by the 
recent discovery of a seismical- 
ly active earthquake fault about 
three miles from the plant. 


Carl Stepp, chief of seismolo­ 
gy and geology for the federal 
Nuclear Regulatory Commis­ 
sion. announced Wednesday 
that an operating license will 
not be issued until "the matter 
is resolved.” 


One of the two reactors is 
now nearing completion and 
was tentatively scheduled to 
begin operation in June The se­ 
cond reactor is one year away 
from completion. 


Stepp made the comment in 
response to an earlier report by 
a UCLA geology professor that 
an 80-mile fault in the Pacific 
"poses a potential hazard” to 
the nuclear plant and other 
structures in San Luis Obispo 
County. 
He said commission officials 
will complete a review of that 
report, the final safety study on 
the plant submitted by Pacific 
Gas and Electric Co. and other 
documents by March. 
PG&E official have said they 
were unaware of the fault until 
construction on the first reactor 
had begun, but they have main­ 
tained that the plant can withs­ 
tand the largest possible shock 
from the fault.

A winter storm that left at 
least eight persons dead in the 
Midwest swept across New 
England, hampering »ir and 
highway travel, knocking out 
power to several areas and 
heeping new snows on already 
snow-weary hamlets. 
The snowstorm, which reeled 
through the Midwest giving 
southern Michigan its worst 
weather of the winter, Wednes­ 
day raced eastward to torture 
the Northeast. 
The storm crippled highway 
and air travel in Maine, 
knocked out power to 2,000 
homes in New Hampshire and 
lashed several states with high 
winds. Many schools closed in 
eastern New York state. 
The storm lost much of its 
punch as it raced at what 
weathermen called "express 
train speed” up the St. 
Lawrence Valley into the Cana­ 
dian Maritimes 
But it left six inches of snow 
in northern Maine and state 
police closed Interstate 95 
between Portland and Brun­ 
swick because freezing rain 
spread glazed the pavement. 
Bangor International Airport 
closed down for several hours. 
At least six trucks jackknifed 
on the Maine Turnpike. Many 
more ran off the road. 
"Cars were lined up along the 


road and trucks were jack- 
knifed everywhere,” police dis­ 
patcher Herb Hughes said. 
Gale winds buffeted much of 
the Northeast and caused 
widespread damage in central 
Pennsylvania, downing power 
lines, uprooting trees and 
blasting out windows in several 
communities 
Light snow lingered from the 
Great Lakes to New England 
today and a few snow fluffies 
dusted the Rockies. 
Southern California was a 
study in contrast. 
Wednesday was a summery 
day. with cloudless blue skies 
and temperatures ranging 
through the 80s in most of 
metropolitan Los Angeles.

for most of 28 years, and that’s 
the way it will continue to be.” 
Marvin Frankel. president of 
Ruder & Finn International 
where Mrs. Javits works, con­ 
firmed she was registered as a 
foreign agent for Iran in con­ 
nection with her $67.500 a year 


job. 
Persons representing foreign 
governments, corporations or 
individuals in the United States 
are required to register with 
the federal government under 
the Foreign Agents Registra­ 
tion Act of 1938. 
Frankel said the 50-year-old 
wife of New York’s senior 
senator has worked on a 
promotional campaign for Iran 
Air since September. He said 
the Iran Air project currently 
was her only account. 
She previously had been 
employed as a consultant for 
the firm, primarily in the arts 
field. Frankel said. 
According to Frankel. Mrs. 
Javits registered six months 
ago as a foreign agent. 
Iran, second largest oil- 
producing nation in the Middle 
East, is a Moslem nation, but 
its people are not Arabs. Iran 
has sold oil to Israel. 
Frankel said Mrs. Javits first 
visited Iran in 1970 and was im­ 
pressed with its health, educa­ 
tion and literacy programs She 
decided those activities would 
be good to promote abroad and 
suggested the program to 
Ruder & Finn. Frankel said. 
‘ ‘In 
our 
respective 
professional activity, my wife 
and I lead independent lives,” 
Javits said. 
"I do not attempt to direct 
her as to choices and attitudes 
in her work, and she does not in­ 
fluence me in mine.” 


No-fault auto insurance

Uncle Sam urged 
to close big gap 
in education 


United Press International 
Add to the "why can t” 
chants directed at the school- 
house: 
“ Why can’t Johnnny or Janie 
get a job?” 
Parents and the public join 
Johnny and Janie in bewilder­ 
ment over affairs upon gradua­ 
tion: Few marketable skills and 
little or no preparation for 
woit. 
That is. after 12 years of ex­ 
posure to the costliest educa­ 
tion in the nation’s history. 
The gap between schooling 
and a fairly good job Is the 
biggest in education. 
The "career education” 
movement aims to help by put­ 
ting education into closer align­ 
ment with the work world. 
Schooling, as currently struc­ 
tured, best meets the needs of 
the minority — those who some­ 
day will graduate from college. 
So say education critics. 
The other students fall 
between the cracks. Once out, 
they must guide themselves the 
sink-or-swim way. 
Getting on a good job track is 
as much a matter of luck as 
anything, unless such graduates 
have friends or relatives to 
open doors for them. 
The National Advisory Coun­ 
cil for Career Education, after 
studying the problem, thinks it 
has the bare bones outline of a 
solution—have the government 
shovel millions of dollars into a 
greatly expanded program of 
career education. 
The Council’s Interim Report 
with Recommendations for 
Legislation was issued a while 
back over the signature of Dr. 
Sidney P. Marland Jr., chair­ 
man. He is the father of the con­ 
temporary career education 
movement. 
Marland, president of the 
College Entrance Examination 
Board, got the movement roll­ 
ing while U.S. Commissioner of 
Education. 
The council, established by 
Public Law 93-380 in 1974 and 
first assembled in April of 1975, 
is charged by Congress with 
two general tasks: 
— To assess, monitor and 
report upon the condition of 
career education as a reform 
movement in the United States. 
—To recommend to Congress 
appropriate legislation for the 
furtherance of career educa­ 
tion. 
The council is composed of 
educators, school board mem­ 
bers, federal education office 
authorities, 
representatives 
from many areas of the world 
of work. 
It recommended plans calling 
for federal assistance of nearly 
$90 million a year to help the 
state and local school systems. 
The money would fund 
broader state plans, pay for 
state coordinators, train teach­ 
ers and counselors and fund 


jobs for local career coor­ 
dinators. 
Some $8 million would pur­ 
chase training for the coor­ 
dinators. Around $6 million 
would go for instructional 
materials. 
“One of the central themes of 
career education...in state 
plans is the involvement of in­ 
dustry, labor and business in 
the process of education.” the 
council said in its report 
The U.S. Office of Educa­ 
tion's collection of "excusing 
and innovative” examples of 
career education practices, in­ 
cludes the following: 
— A ninth grade course in 
social economics, in Riverton, 
Wyo., involves students in set­ 
ting up a company, deciding on 
a product to produce, selling 
stock, producing and marketing 
the product and using advertis­ 
ing and sales techniques. 
— The New Orleans Center 
for the Creative Arts is 
providing both career explora­ 
tion and skill development op­ 
portunities for highly talented 
students in the visual and per­ 
forming arts. 
— The County Alliance for 
Career Education and Industry

PHOENIX (UPI) - The American 
League, which twice before tried to set­ 
tle its problems by expanding, is on the 
verge of doing it again. 


Players, owners 
talk contract 


PHOENIX (UPI) - The Major League 
Players Association, without a contract 
since the end of the 1975 season, begins 
negotiations with the owners today in 
hopes of hammering out an agreement in 
tim e for spring training to open next 
month. 
Commissioner Bowie Kuhn, here to at­ 
tend a special meeting of the club 
owners, said Wednesday there will be no 
spring training without a contract. 
"No definite dates have been set for 
spring training and none will be unless 
th ere is an agreement,” said the 
commissioner, forgetting perhaps every 
club already has printed its spring train­ 
ing schedule and completed all other 
arrangem ents necessary to get a club in 
shape for the new season. 
"The dates are not valid,” the com­ 
missioner corrected himself. 


American League club owners Friday 
adopted a recommendation of the com­ 
bined franchise committee, headed by 
M. Donald Grant of the New York Mets, 
and voted to expand to 13 teams in 1977 
with Seattle its choice. National League 
owners, busy trying to extricate 
themselves from the mess surrounding 
the San Francisco Giants franchise, left 
expansion alone at the meeting in 
Phoenix. 


Wednesday’s vote by the American 
League was the first step toward expan­ 
sion and when the league meets again on 
Jan. 31 in New York, another ballot will 
be taken to finalize the action. There was 
speculation the league might add another 
team to make it an even 14 clubs. 
According to Gene Autry of the 
California Angels the AL will expand 
with or without concurrent action by the 
National League. 


"I think there is some sentiment in our 
league to expand,” said Grant, "but 
whether or not there is enough to put the 
idea over now, I’m not at liberty to say.” 
The American League is hoping the 
NL will decide to expand by granting 
into Washington, D.C., which twice lost 
American League teams to other cities.

MIAMI (UPI) — For one whole week before that great day 
almighty. Super Bowl Sunday, some of the football people in­ 
volved do a job on all the members of the media, or try to, 
anyway. 
they try to sell them the idea this is only another ball 
game, a fun thing as they call it, knowing all along that isn’t 
true at all, and that deep down they really regard the game 
as nothing less than absolute allout WAR. 
Among those who give you that sales pitch about how the 
game is "a fun thing for our players” is Pittsburgh Steelers’ 
coach Chuck Noll, who was one of Paul Brown’s "messenger 
guards” during the seven years he played under him with the 
Cleveland Browns. 
Nobody ever schooled by Paul Brown graduates actually 
believing football is fun. To give you some idea of how 
seriously Noll took his work with the Browns, they called 
him "The Pope” when he played with them because he was 
said never to make any mistakes. 
He still doesn’t make many. 
One he certainly wasn’t going to make with the media 
Wednesday was tipping his hand, telling it all he knew about 
the Dallas Cowboys’ much-talked-about flex defense or how 
he intends to have the Steelers cope with it Sunday. 
"Coach, will you talk about the flex defense?” a newsman 
asked, looking to be enlightened. 
Noll acted as if he was hearing about it for the first time. 
"I usually try to talk about things I know something 
about.” he said. “I don’t know a helluva lot about that. You’d 
have to talk to Tom (Landry) about that.” 
Noll wasn’t convincing anybody. 
There is as much chance Chuck Noll doesn’t know what the 
flex defense is as there is of his not knowing where he’ll pe at 
2 p.m. this Sunday. 
Boiled down, the flex defense is a variation of the basic 4-3 
defense in which the linemen are taught to react off the men

in front of them. In the basic 4-3, the defensive lineman reads 
the man’s reactions in front of him and follows him, so if the 
opposing guard pulls left, he goes left, and if the guard goes 
right, he also goes right. 
TTie flex defense actually is a gap defense. The defensive 
lineman goes to the gap, or the hole, and stays there until he 
knows the ball carrier isn’t coming through there, and 
THEN he moves off toward the ball. 


Cowboy coach Tom Landry had a cat-and-mouse session 
with the press in Fort Lauderdale. 
How would you defend the shotgun offense, Landry was 
asked. 
"I wouldn’t say,” he responded. 
Why is so much attention being given the flex defense this 
week, he was asked. 
"I don’t know,” he said. "We’ve had it since 1963. It’s you 
people (the press) who make it sound like something brand 
new." 
What’s so good about the flex, the questioning continued. 
"It got us to the Super Bowl,” Landry shot back smugly. 


Chuck Noll, finishing his seventh season with the Steelers, 
is the most successful coach they’ve ever had. Linebacker 
Andy Russell, the Steelers’ defensive captain who has been 
with them 11 years, says Noll is entirely different than Bud­ 
dy Parker and Bill Austin, two of his predecessors at Pitt­ 
sburgh 
"Chuck Noll makes his judgments solely on objective 
reasoning. He does not become emotionally involved with his 
players He demands concentration and intensity and you get 
the feeling you have to prove yourself all over again in each 
game. He likes to say the NFL is the last bastion of 
capitalism. If you don’t hack it. you’re out. He doesn’t care 
what the press thinks, or what the fans think If you don’t do 
the job, you’re gone. He doe« everything in a nice way. There 
is no hostility. It's almost like playing for IBM. I guess.” 


Tar Heels, Terps now fully awake

Atlantic Coast Conference powers 
Maryland and North Carolina flexed 
their muscle Wednesday night, with 
Wake Forest — for one — learning it 
might be better to let sleeping giants lay. 
Fourth-ranked Maryland and seventh- 
ranked North Carolina, each knocked 
from the list of the unbeaten by Wake 
Forest during the past two weeks, rolled 
to lopsided victories. 
Fifth-ranked Wake Forest paid for its 
upset two weeks ago of the Tar Heels in 
the Big Four Tournament, which did not 
count in the ACC standings, with a 99-74 
pounding on North Carolina’s homecourt 
at Chapel Hill. 
Maryland, which lost 96-93 at Wake 
Forest Saturday, bounced back with an 
impressive 87-69 victory over 14th- 
ranked North Carolina State at Raleigh. 
Wake Forest coach Carl Tacy, now 11- 
2. has seen his team upset UNC, N.C. 
State and Maryland in the past two 


weeks, but only the Maryland game 
counted in the ACC standings. 
Tacy is not regarding the upsets as 
flukes and said after Wednesday’s game: 
"The biggest consolation is that we 
played a bad game.” 
North Carolina, now 11-1, often has 
looked as if it had only a three-man team 
this season, but the three, Phil Ford, 
Walt Davis and Mitch Kupchak were ex­ 
ceptional against the Deacons combining 
for 71 points. 
Maryland coach Lefty Driesell, look­ 
ing to learn from his defeat, had con­ 
cluded the Terps’ three-guard offense 
could not win against top teams, so he 
benched Mo Howard for forward Larry 
Boston. 
Howard shot that theory and the Wolf- 
pack defense full of holes as the 
Maryland senior came off the bench to 
score 25 points and lead the Terps to 
their 12th victory in 13 games. 
Second-ranked 
Marquette’s inside 


game overpowered 17th-ranked DePaul 
79-72 as the Warriors came up with a big 
road win. Marquette’s front line of Earl 
Tatum, Bo Ellis and Jerome Whitehead 
combined for 53 points in the Warriors’ 
10th victory in 11 games. 
Eleventh-ranked Rutgers, using sub­ 
stitutes nearly half the game, crushed 
sorrowful Columbia, 94-65, to run its 
record to 12-0. 
Adrian Dantley scored 33 points to lead 
16th-ranked Notre Dame to a 119-78 romp 
over Ball State. 
In other major games, Harvard won 
the Beanpot Classic with an 86-70 victory 
over Boston University; Cincinnati 
dumped Temple, 79-54; Seton Hall beat 
Providence, 57-55; St. Bona venture top­ 
ped Duquesne, 84-78; Clemson edged 
Duke in overtime, 102-96; South Carolina 
beat The Citadel, 90-74; Virginia Tech 
routed Virginia, 91-69; Texas A&M 
defeated SMU, 93-87; TCU topped 
Houston, 88-70. 


"You have to be a little crazy,” says Johnnie Gray, owner 
of one of the pro football season’s most surprising individual 
success stories 
If craziness is required for admittance to the National 
Football League, Johnnie Gray doesn’t look like he would 
qualify In fact, he looks like what he is — an ambitious but 
easy-going guy who worked his way through four years of 
college, then went out and got himself a nice steady job with 
a solid, conservative corporation — the Green Bay Packers. 
Even in uniform, on game day, Johnnie appears quite 
sane He stands calmly, quietly, alone on the sidelines 
watching the game. Maybe he’ll pace around a little. When 
the other team gets the football, he trots onto the field and 
takes his position behind his linebackers, tenses slightly, and 
waits for the play to develop. 
It’s not until an opposing ballcarrier or pass receiver cros­ 
ses his path that Gray displays a little craziness. And then it 
is a controlled and efficient craziness. 
He led the Packers this year in tackles, assists, and fumble 
recoveries (5). at a position (free safety) where tackling 
ability is a bonus skill. 
His teammates gave him a nickname. "The Hit Man,” 


they called him. An equivalent compliment would be for the 
members of the London Philharmonic to call one of their 
guys "The Musician.” 
"When I went to rookie camp, I played the pass really 
well,” Gray recalls, "and they (the coaches) thought, 'Hey, 
he looks really good at free safety.’ But I think their main 
concern was if I could hit, and if I could hit, would I be able 
to last through the season — my size (5-11, 185) and all. 
"So I went to camp with the idea that, hey, I’m not going to 
let anybody run over me. I knew the pass (coverage) would 
come naturally, I knew I had that down, and it was just a 
matter of how tough was I? 
"I learned a lot about my character, how willing I am to go 
all out ... to really dig down deep. That’s all I had on my 
mind, is to go in there and hit somebody.” 
He did. He hit his way into the starting lineup and stayed 
there — no small accomplishment considering his 
background. Johnnie never put on a shoulder pad until his 
senior year at Lompoc High, and then wasn’t a starter. He 
had to be persuaded to go out for the Hancock College team. 
Then he played for a college (Fullerton ) not famous for turn­ 
ing out football pros. Completely bypassed in the 75 NFL 
college draft, Gray finally signed with the Packers as a free 
agent, the low rung on the pro football ladder. 
Johnnie never missed a game in 75, despite a broken wrist 
(suffered in the season’s fifth game and still healing), a case 
of frostbitten fingers, a painful leg injury, and the usual at­ 
tacks of Rookie Self-Doubt. 
What was it like, his first year in the NFL? Gray talked 
about it in a recent interview with the Record. 


Q: Do the Packers believe in rookie hazing? 
Gray: There were a lot of things. Like in camp, the rookies 
were the last to get taped. You’d have half your ankle taped 
and a veteran walks in and says, "OK, rookie, get off that 
table.” Once I was on the table getting taped and this 
veteran walked in. He wasn’t from the team last year, he 
was trying out the same as I was, and he comes in and goes, 
"What's this rooking doing up on this table?” I just turned 
around and looked at him and told the trainer to keep on tap­ 
ing my ankles. Even though you’re a rookie, you still have to 
prove that you’re a man. They respect you for that. They 
don’t want you running around like a chicken without its 
head...It (the harassment) isn’t meant to hurt anybody. It’s 
tradition, that’s all it was. 
We (rookies) had to move sleds on and off the field. A 
veteran would pick you out if he wanted you to clean his 
locker. Willie Buchanan picked me because I was next to his 
locker. Then he got hurt, and that was the end of that job. 
We’re the only team in the NFL where the rookies have to 
sing all through the pre-season. You had to have a song every 
night. We had this little chair in the dining hall. They’d call 
out your name, you’d get on the chair, announce your name 
and the school you’re from, and the name of your song. 


Q: What were your favorites? 
Gray: I sang some Elton John, some Stevie Wonder, some 
Earth, Wind and Fire, anything I could think of. 


Q: Was there any real friction between rookies and vets? 
Gray: They knew that we were there to take away their 
jobs, and that was the biggest conflict. They wouldn’t really 
help us (the rookies) out much, and one day I got really mad. 
Me and Steve (fellow rookie Steve Luke from Ohio St.) were 
walking down the tunnel after practice and that guy (Jim 
Hill, 7-year vet safety) was in front of me. I told Steve, "I’m 
going to take that guy’s job.” Jim just turned around and 
said, "Well, it’s up for grabs. If you want it bad enough you 
can get it.” 
We used to go out and hustle our asses off, and the vets 
would say, "Hey, slow down, slow down.” Well, like they 
could do it, 'cause they’re going to be on the team 
regardless. We have to go out there and prove ourselves. The 
guys who told us to slow down are the ones that left. 


Q: Being a rookie, were you ever scared or nervous during

flames? 
Grav: Yea. I’d get nervous. I used to get scared. like in the 
early part of the year I’d think. The quarterback’s going to 
come in there and look me off (eye fake». I’ll be going one 
way and he’ll throw back the other way and I’ll get burned 
for a TD ” But after a while I d say, ‘ Hey. J.G., you’re out 
here and you’re starting; you gotta be good or something, or 
you wouldn’t be out here, and that guy on the other side has 
to respect vou " After a while I said. “Forget it. Just go out 
there and act like an All-Pro ” That’s my goal for next year. 


Q; Did you ever get burned for a TD pass'* 
Gray . No But that's always a fear. The free safety isn’t 
supposed to get beat at all. because he's playing the quarter­ 
back and the ball. 


Q Did vou have anv interceptions7 
Gray: I got one. in the Chicago game, and ran it back 
seven yards It was five below, snowing and windy...I was 
frustrated a lot of times. I’d lay awake at night and say. 
“God. am I ever going to get an interception7’’ Every time 
I’d get one. something would happen I’d either drop it or 
fumble it or there would be a penalty. (He would have in­ 
tercepted Jerrv Bradshaw, but the ball bounced off his cast; 
one interception was called back on an off-sides penalty.) 
When I got my first one. I was so happy It was a great feel­ 
ing. 


q Was there one play or game that stands out in your 
mind7 
Gray One game I was really emotional was the New York 
Giants' game New York wasn't that fine of a ballclub. but 
we hadn t won a game in a long time and we really wanted 
that one We knew they were coming into the post (pass in 
the middle, deep). This was the first team that was going to 
do that a lot I can’t remember the receiver, but on one play I 
read the quarterback really well. I just broke for the ball, 
then lost it in a crowd. When it came out. the receiver was 
there and we collided. He went flying back and the ball came 
out. I was all excited, then a flag (penalty) came out. Pass 
interference. I was just burning! I didn’t find out until after 
the game that it wasn’t on me. 
The next play I was all tense and everything. Lo and 
behold, they ran a slant, and I was just waiting for it. That’s 
the one time in the whole season I most wanted to kill 
somebody. He (the receiver) caught the ball and I just 
drilled him The ball came out. and I went chasing after him. 
I just started yelling at him. “Don’t ever come in here 
again! Don’t EVER come in here again!” My linebacker 
came over and grabbed me. 


Q: How violent is the contact? 
Gray: It was pretty tough A lot of Monday mornings I’d 
wake up with a sore neck and shoulders. Only once have I 
ever been dinged. I went one-on-one against Marinaro (Ed, 
of the Vikings) I hit him and I just saw stars and was hear­ 
ing all these little noises. I got up and shook it off...Chuck 
(Foreman, of the Vikes) was something else. Every time I 
hit him he'd sit there and go, “Wow, that’s a good hit.” 


Q: Where you discouraged playing for a losing team? 
Gray: No. I can’t say that, because we were a young 
ballclub A lot of teams that have a losing record, you find a 
lot of times they have discontent. But we knew we were go­ 
ing to be in a lot of trouble. Coach Starr told us, “Hey, you’ve 
got a young ballclub, it’s going to take some time. You’re go­ 
ing to lose some ballgames, but you’re going to have to learn 
to come together. The last half of the season we did that, I 
thought. We’re all excited about next year. 


Q: What was Bart Starr (Packer coach) like? 
Gray: He’s a really fine person. He’s a passive person. 
He doesn’t sit there and yell at you or scream at you. He just 
treats you like a man. He went around to all the businessmen 
in Green Bay and asked them to help the players get off­ 
season jobs. I have a job if I want it, starting in February. 
He’s caring for your future. He’s not just concerned about 
you as a ballplayer. 


Q. How glamorous is life in the NFL? 
Gray: Life in the NFL is anything you want it to be, even if 
you’re not making that much money. It’s a good social life. If 
you’re the open type, you’re going to meet a lot of people, a 
lot of women. I had my glamorous times, my moments that I 
thought were really fine. 
But a lot of people think you just go out there and play foot­ 
ball once a week. They don’t know what goes on those other 
six days . I’d get up at 7, we’d have special-team meetings at 
9, team meetings at 9:30, group meetings from 9:45 to 11, 
practice from 11.45 to 1:45, lunch till 2:15, group meetings 
from 2:15 to 3:30, lift weights from 3:30 to 4 or r.30.1 usually 
came home about 5. Then you get your scouting report and 
you get into it. You can let it go, but you’d just go out there 
and embarrass yourself on Sunday. 


Q: Were you well paid? 
Gray: I knew for a fact that I was the lowest-paid 
ballplayer on the team, because a free agent always gets the 
lowest money. I plan to renegotiate. I signed a three-year 
contract, really four with the option year. I don’t want to be 
greedy or anything, but I want to get that contract torn up 
because probably what I’ll be making my third year is what I 
should have been making this year, if not more. 


Q: Were you a celebrity in Green Bay? 
Gray: People will stop you on the streets and ask who you 
are; ask if they could take you out to lunch or buy you a 
drink....After the games a lot of kids come over and want 
your autograph. I never had that happen to me before. At 
first I was shy. I said, “No, there’s Willie Buchanan over 
there,” or “There’s Brockington, go have him do it.” But 
kids don’t see how you feel about it. They say, “Hey, you’re a 
football player.” It took me a couple days to get over 
that. . .It makes me feel good that I get looked up to by kids, 
and it makes me want to just go out and try harder. 


Q: Were you pleased with your performance? 
Gray : I was happy with it, but there’s a lot I can improve 
on — keying on the quarterback, more concentration, play­ 
ing the pass a little better. They didn’t come in the middle 
much this year, maybe four or five times. Every game, es­ 
pecially against a veteran quarterback like Bradshaw or 
Harris, I’d say, “They’re going to come in the middle with 
(Lynn) Swann and (Harold) Jackson and all those people.” 
You’d say, “OK, they’re coming,” and then they don’t come 
in there and you go, “Well, hey, did they respect me, or what 
is it?” But I was happy about that. 


Q: Is pro football fun? 
Gray: Yea, it was fun. I like everything that went with it — 
the playing, meeting all these people you read so much 
about, like Franco Harris, Rocky Bleier, Harold Jackson...

The House Majority Leader’s benedic­ 
tion of his colleague from Arixona took 
the form of a press release rather than a 
full-fledged press conference, which 
helped O’Neill avoid some embarrassing 
questions about those anomalies. 
Not that the congressman from 
Cambridge is afraid of tough questions. 
On the contrary, Tip O’Neill is the 
political embodiment of what is known 
around here as "a stand-up guy.” 
At the 1968 Democratic National 
Convention in Chicago, as many of his 
regular, clubhouse cohorts bemoaned the 
strength of these new-fangled in­ 
surgents, O’Neill wore a large McCarthy 
button. 
“You ought to declare yourself for a 
candidate,” said O’Neill to his cautious 
colleagues. “Gene served in the House 
and he was a very able fellow, even if he 
was sort of unusual. But he’ll be a better 
President than Nixon ami he won the 
Massachusetts primary, so I’m for 
him.” 
The outstanding anomaly of the 
O’Neijl endorsement is that Udall seems 
to savor it for its national, rather than 
local, implications. O’Neill is a “heavy,” 
respected by all elements of the party, 
lionized by Jimmy Breslin and held in 
ponderous awe for his self-appointed role 
as grand vizier of the Presidential inten­ 
tions of his friend, Edward M. Kennedy. 
“If Tip says Teddy’s out, Teddy’s out,” 
goes the interpretation of the endorse­ 
ment. The corollary Udall hopes for is 
that O’Neill’s imprimature might bear 
the faintest outline of a Kennedy bless­ 
ing. 
The irony is that O’Neill believes that 
“all politics is local” but that he has not 
been courted for his local clout. Perhaps 
this is so because the last Presidential 
candidate he endorsed, Edmund Muskie 
in 1972, came in second in the Mas­ 
sachusetts primary with 21.3 per cent of 
the vote. O’Neill was defeated as a 
delegate, along with the other “heavies” 
aboard the Muskie bandwagon.

The lesson seems to be that local con­ 
gressional machines — Udall’s hope in 
Wisconsin as well as here — do not 
transfer strength and loyalty easily. This 
record of nonperformance may explain 
why Udall’s rival for liberal affections, 
ex-Sen. Fred Harris of Oklahoma, has 
not formally sought political endorse­ 
ments. 
When Rep. Michael Harrington of 
Massachusetts endorsed the Harris can­ 
didacy, it was Harrington’s idea, not the 
candidate’s. Both men agreed, too, that 
the timing of the announcement — on the 
eve of liberal caucuses here and in New 
York — would aid Harris in gaining 
credibility among liberals. Harrington is 
sort of the Joan of Arc of American 
liberalism because of his losing battles 
against the secrecy of the CIA. 
Credibility is, in fact, the object of en­ 
dorsement politics, a far more important 
factor than, say, convassers, who do not 
materialize in effective force merely 
because their local hero embraces a 
would-be President. 
Endorsements are written about 
because reporters consider the judgment 
of one’s peers a fit subject for specula­ 
tion about a candidate. What do fellow 
senators, governors and congressmen 
think of each candidate? That is a useful 
question. 
Which Tip O’Neill has not been asked, 
since he endorsed the late Hale Boggs for 
Majority Leader in 1971 against the can­ 
didacy of Mo Udall. Has Udall grown in 
stature that much in five years? If 
O’Neill is asked, he’d say “Yes.” Tip is a 
stand-up guy. 


WASHINGTON - The presidential 
candidates have started their quadren­ 
nial scramble for Hollywood stars to 
brighten up their campaigns. 
Since the candidates are a lackluster 
lot, they may be more eager than usual 
to find some glamor to excite the voters. 
Sargent Shriver, who is running behind 
in the popularity polls, 
is out front in the race 
for stars. He has in­ 
duced more than 100 
celebrities to climb 
aboard his stalled 
bandwagon, including 
La wen Bacall, James 
Caan, Carol Channing, 
Cloris Leachman, 
Paul Newman, Mark 
Slade and Joanne 
Woodward. 
Ronald Reagan, 
himself a former ac­ 
tor, has an inside track in Hollywood. He 
has recruited such Hollywood stalwarts 
as John Wayne, Jimmy Stewart and 
Lloyd Nolan. 
Fred Harris, the populist from 
Oklahoma, is claiming the support of 
Carroll O’Connor and Dennis Weaver. 
Henry “Scoop” Jackson, the Senator 
from Washington, has landed Bonanza’s 
Lome Greene, with a supporting cast of 
lesser luminaries. 
Alabama’s Gov. George Wallace has 
rounded up a few country and Western 
stars. Most of the other candidates, like 
Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., have been in­ 
quiring quietly how to go about lining up 
stars. 
One of President Ford’s backers also 
acknowledged lamely: “We don’t have 
anyone big yet.” 
In contrast, his predecessor, Richard 
Nixon, just about had Hollywood locked 
up four years ago. We can now tell how 
he did it. 
To win the favor of the movieland 
brass, Nixon characteristically 
promised special tax relief for 
Hollywood. As early as April 5,1971, he 
met with the industry’s top executives 
who, according to a confidential memo, 
“pleaded for some sort of tax relief.” 
The President agreed to “take a look.” 
Not long afterward, the Internal 
Revenue Service gave the movie in­ 
dustry a multi-million-dollar tax break. 
A Nixon aide immediately began to 
recruit stars on the basis, as a memo 
puts it, of “what the President has done 
for the film industry.” 
There was also some Nixon-style arm 
twisting. A popular Canadian rock 
singer, who wanted to become a U.S. 
resident, was offered an immigration 
waiver if he would come out for Richard 


Nixon. 
An extraordinary effort was made to 
bring Sammy Davis, Jr., into the Nixon 
camp. Sammy wanted a diplomatic pas­ 
sport or, at least, a White House appoint­ 
ment Finally, an appointment was 
promised to a presidential commission. 
Thereafter, the Nixon campaign spent 
thousands of dollars to fly Davis in style 
wherever he would appear for Nixon. 
Perhaps the most spectacular Nixon 
effort began with a plot to capitalize on 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger’s 
celebrated power of persuasion. Ali 
McGraw was supposed to lure Kissinger, 
then a bachelor, to Hollywood to whisper 
pro-Nixon sentiments into the ears of the 
stars. 
“We should ask Henry,” suggested a 
Nixon campaign memo, ’ “to say 
something like, i t would make me very 
happy if you could see your way clear to 
help re-elect President Nixon.”’ 
Unfortunately for the plotters, a 
foreign crisis intervened, and Kis­ 
singer had to fly off to Peking. But the 
party was held anyway, with Pat Nixon 
doing the whispering. 
Many of the stars, who were pressured 
to support Nixon, are still in a holding 
pattern this year. In a chat with our 
reporter Mike Viner, Sammy Davis sum­ 
med up the prevailing attitude in 
Hollywood. 
“I’m going to stay independent,” said 
the singer. "I’m good friends with the 
Fords. But this time, I’m not backing 
anyone.” 
Dean Martin leans toward Reagan but 
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is in no hurry to announce formally. Dan­ 
ny Thomas praised the courage of 
George Wallace but backed away from 
an outright endorsement. And Charlton 
Heston, who declared for Nixon in 1972, 
is doubtful as of now whether he’ll en­ 
dorse anyone. 
WASHINGTON WHIRL: The Com­ 
merce Department had planned a sign­ 
ing ceremony, complete with dis­ 
tinguished guests and champagne, to 
mark the culmination last month of the 
tedious negotiations with the Soviets 
over grain shipments. A few days before 
the ceremony, the State Department 
asked Commerce officials to cancel it as 
an expression of displeasure at Russia’s 
involvement in Angola. 
Columnist Joseph Kraft has taken ex­ 
ception to ex-White House aide Charles 
Colson’s statement, which we recently 
quoted, that Kraft had defended Kis­ 
singer’s “valiant” opposition to the 
bombing of North Vietnam. Kraft told us 
that Colson’s interpretation is a “slur” 
and that he did not say Kissinger had 
“valiantly” opposed the bombing. A 
double-check of the Kraft column shows 
that he said: “Dr. Kissinger may have 
opposed the murder-bombing. But he 
certainly did not put everything he had 
into the fight.” 
— Arch-conservative Congressman 
Robert Bauman, R-Md., has been raising 
money for Ranald Reagan. But Bauman 
pocketed *2,628.52 of the money, ac­ 
cording to a voucher, “for out-of-pocket 
expenses.”

As noted before in this column, school 
board meetings produce not only some of 
the best humor on the spur of the mo­ 
ment basis, but also some of the most in­ 
teresting revelations. 
There were examples of both Tuesday 
during a regular school board meeting. 
There was, few example, the tongue in 
cheek suggestion that 
the district could 
satisfy the federal 
government’s demand 
for equality in the ad­ 
ministration of cor­ 
poral punishment by 
paddling more girls. 
Boys, it seems, are the 
most 
frequent 
recipients of such 
punishment and ac­ 
cording to some 
speculation, the im­ 
balance runs afoul of 
federal 
guidelines 
discrimination. Actually, 
few instances at the elementary school 
level and some rare occurrences at the 
junior high school level, corporal punish­ 
ment in the district is pretty much a 
paper tiger. 
It was unclear today what the trends 
are at Lompoc Junior High School, but 
Robert Mott, who took over there a cou­ 
ple of years ago as principal, told this 
reporter on one occasion that he was 
working hard to find alternatives to cor­ 
poral punishment. 
Nevertheless, the district has to have a 
policy and this district’s reflects current 
national trends that insist on all kinds of 
precautions: written parental permis­ 
sion prior to administration of any 
punishment, and this would be paddling; 
the paddling to be done by a principal or 
assistant principal with another adult 
present as a witness; and precise written 
records must be kept on each incident. 
One observer, Tuesday, noted that 
they had to avoid the situation in which 
the punishment came so long after the 
alleged transgression that the poor mis­ 
creant would wonder why he or she 
merited the application. 
In the view of another observer, it 
could be that corporal punishment might 
eventually be phased out of accepted 
practice. 
In another vein, Tuesday, the quandary 
of Dr. Irwin Wapner, faced with perplex­ 
ing questions on the results of student 
testing procedures, is the microcosm of 


our common fate. As parents we want 
our kids to do well in school, we’re dis­ 
tressed if they do not, and what is more 
we’re in wild disarray when confronted 
with the knowledge that educators can’t 
tell us whether we’re improving or not. 
Tuesday, Wapner said it should follow 
naturally to assume we are doing some 
things right in the teaching program 
judging by the fact that year after year, 
our students post acceptable achieve­ 
ments and excell in many ways. 
Wednesday, in a further reflection on a 
presentation by John Sherman on a 
reduction in the school tax, I got to him 
by telephone and we talked about some 
of the issues facing Vandenberg Village 
property owners in their effort to form a 
property owners association. In a com­ 
ment on the type of member they had 
available for such an organization, 
Sherman declared: “We’ve got all sorts 
of talent sitting up here on the golf 
course doing nothing.” 
One of the most active men in Sher­ 
man’s current, small frame organiza­ 
tion, is a man, they say is a retired 
member of the atonic energy commis­ 
sion. That sounds like a good beginning. 
Anyway Sherman and the others are 
going to broaden the base of their 
organization by opening membership to 
anyone in the Village. The decision was 
spurred by the realization that problems 
affecting one side or one area of the 
Village affects every resident. That’s 
where it stood Wednesday.

“It is truly amazing what can be done 
with a little trust, a little understanding 
and a ditch full of alligators.” 


As most of you know, I am relatively 
new to Lompoc, and one of the first 
things I discovered was that it gets 
cooler here than it does down in Santa 
Paula where I have been for the past 10 
years. 
When my child bride, Patty, and I 
were first looking for a house to buy a 
few weeks before 1 started to work for 
The Record, we went out to dinner at a 
local restaurant. 
As we got out of the car, she pulled the 
sweater she was wearing — which had 
been adequate for daytime wear but not 
sufficient to ward off the after-sundown 
chill — more tightly around her. 
While we were waiting for our dinner 
to come, she took out a note pad and jot­ 
ted something down.
